The cost of such a machine 
would b e great, b ecause it could 
not b e a cheap model, b ut would 
have to b e a very rugged one, 
ab le to w ithstand some of the 
b iggest fib s since Benedict A r­ 
nold took the oath of allegi­ 
ance. 
I wished for a lie detector 
yesterday when I eat with Max 
Schmeling and hia trainer, Max 
Machon, on the porch of their 
b ungalow, high in the Adiron­ 


dack*, 
and 
asked 
questions 
concerning the fight with Joe 
Lewis next Wednesday night.

or

they gave me answers that no 
man in his right mind could 
accept completely.

The outstand­ 
ingly successful agricultural co-operativ es of 
this country hav e such officers and mem­ 
bers. When farm co-operativ es hav e failed, a 
common reason has been inex perienced man­

A related cause of failure has been 
a branching out by such co-operativ es into 
alien fields not connected with the market­ 
ing of farm products.

to -uppm 
the American standard o f living We 
can no t make o urselves rich, he says, 
by wo rking less and pro ducing less 
The o nly way o ut is by inci'easing the 
to tal pro ductio n o f wealth Sharing, 
dividing, o r subtracting wealth can 
no t give us mo re, it can o nly give us 
less. These wo rds, let it be no ted, are 


no t tho se o f a reactio nary o r a co n­ 
servative. but o f a man fully as pro ­ 
gressive in his views as the President 
Go verno r La Fo llette has mo re to 
say in the same vein Referring to the 
Ro o seve'tian theo ry o f an eco no my o f 
scarcity, he says "We have tried to 
give the farm er high prices by re­ 
stricting agricultural pro ductio n We 
have tried to give industry high 
prices by restricting the pro ductio n 
o f the facto ry and the sho p We have 
tried to give labo r high wages by re­ 
stricting the o utput o f the wo rker.” 
On to p o f all this says the Go ver­ 
no r, “We have even kept millio ns o f 
ablebo died men and wo men fro m 
pro ductive tasks by relief and vari­ 
o us fo rms o f made wo rk A little 
simple arithmetic gives the answer. 
Less fro m agriculture, tes- fro m in­ 
dustry and business, and less fro m 
labo r can o nly equal less fo r all.” 
These po licies are all based o n “a 
mistaken theo ry o f o verpro ductio n.* 
Millio ns o f peo ple witho ut eno ugh 
clo thes—so we pro duced less co tto n 
and less wo o l, and millio ns o f peo ple 
witho ut adequate fo o d—so we pro ­ 
duced less wheat, less co rn, and few­ 
er ho gs Billio ns upo n billio ns o f man- 
ho urs o f wo rk waiting to be do ne, and 
yet we decided to pro duce less and to 
wo rk less. 
The Go verno r asserts that freedo m 
is inextricably interwo ven with 
a 
high standard o f living He attributes 
the rise o f dictato rs and the destruc­ 
tio n o f demo cracies to o ne underly­ 
ing cause: failure to pro duce eno ugh 
wealth to suppo rt a secure and high 
standard o f living When there is no t 
eno ugh to go aro und, peo ple reluc­ 
tantly turn to so me public autho rity 
to use its co ntro l to divide up what 
there is But dividing up the wealth 
is no so lutio n, either fo r the f mily o r 
fo r the natio n, the real so lutio n is an 
increase in the pro ductio n o f wealth.
